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ANNUAL  REPORT 


TO  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  EASTWOOD. 

Mr.  Ch.-.irman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  various  activities  of  the  Health  Department,  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  and  the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  your  district 
throughout  the  year  1946. 

The  report  is  an  ordinary  report,  in  conformity  with  the 
suggestions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  2773, 
dealing  with  Annual  Reports.  In  the  interests  of  economy,  the 
report  has  been  abbreviated,  but  it  contains  all  the  data  necessary 
to  preserve  continuity  of  statistics. 

The  year  under  review  is  the  first  complete  year  on  a 
somewhat  uneasy  peace  footing.  Peace  and  goodwill  among  all 
nations,  from  which  so  much  good  can  come,  seems  to  be  becom- 
ing more  difficult  to  obtain,  and  as  the  year  closes  suspicion  is 
increasing  among  the  Great  Nations. 

Good  housing  in  abundance  is  the  greatest  need  in  this  area. 
I have  written  of  this  in  previous  reports,  but  so  important  is  it 
to  the  health  and  well-being  of  this  community  that  I shall  con- 
tinue to  emphasise  it  until  the  housing  conditions  reach  a satis- 
factory standard  of  repair,  equipment,  and  amenity.  This  Urban 
District  Council  are  to  be  commended  on  the  zeal  and  endeavour 
shewn  in  striving  to  this  end.  But  it  is  most  unfortunate  that 
circumstances  beyond  its  control  have  hindered  the  fruition  of 
the  enterprise.  However,  more  Contractors  are  becoming  avail- 
able, and  a great  impetus  to  house-building  may  be  confidently 
expected.  No  such  optimistic  report  can  be  given  with  i;egard 
to  house  repairs.  These  become  more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain 
owing  to  an  increasing  scarcity  of  materials  and  a shortage  of 
labour,  or  a reluctance  on  the  part  of  jobbing  builders  to  under- 
take repairing  and  patching  in  preference  to  new  work.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  as  more  and  more  men  are  released  from  the 
Forces  the  labour  position  in  the  building  industry  will  show  a 
much  to  be  desired  improvement. 

To  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  I 
desire  to  record  and  tender  my  gratitude. 

I desire  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  other  Departments 
for  their  advice  and  expert  opinion,  which  has  proved  so  valuable 
during  the  year,  also  to  the  Council  for  its  ever-ready  assistance 
and  untiring  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers. 

A list  of  Public  Health  Officers  appears  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Investigation  with  regard  to  the  examination  of  swabs  and 
other  matters  connected  with  the  diagnosis  of  disease  are  under- 
taken at  the  Laboratories  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  new  Ambulance  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  calls  made  by  persons  resident 
within  the  district  was  240,  and  the  number  of  calls  from  non- 
residents was  639,  making  a total  of  879  during  the  year.  The 
very  high  figure  of  non-residents  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  under  a mutual  assistance  scheme  with  the  Heanor  Urban 
District  Council  575  cases  were  removed  from  that  area  during  a 
time  when  their  Ambulance  was  out  of  commission. 

On  the  2nd  April,  1946,  agreement  w^as  reached  with  the 
Heanor  Urban  District  Council  for  special  charges  to  be  made 
for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance  by  either  Authority  under  the  ( 
mutual  assistance  scheme,  as  follows: — 

1.  — 7/6  for  each  case  belonging  to  the  assisted  Council  and 

moved  within  either  or  between  the  two  Urban  Districts. 

2.  — 25/-  for  each  case  belonging  to  the  assisted  Council  and 

moved  from  within  or  without  either  Urban  District  to  any 
point  situate  within  a circle  which  has  on  its  circumference 
the  towns  of  Nottingham,  Shardlow,  Derby,  and  MansMeld. 

3.  — For  any  journey  outside  the  scope  of  paragraphs  1 and  2 a 

charge  of  1/-  per  mile  travelled  from  garage  to  garage. 

4.  If  three  or  more  cases  belonging  to  the  assisted  Council  are 
removed  at  the  same  time  under  paragraphs  1 or  2 then 
the  total  charge  shall  not  exceed  that  for  the  total  of  two 
single  cases. 

A privately  owned  Ambulance  is  also  stationed  within  the 
area,  and  is  available  for  both  residents  and  non-residents. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  conveyed  by  the  Ambulance 
belonging  to  the  Hospital  or  Institution  to  which  cases  are  re- 
moved, with  the  exception  of  cases  taken  in  by  Mansfield,  when 
the  Ambulance  from  Debdale  Hall  Isolation  Hospital  is  used. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  or  other  epidemic 
disease,  arrangements  in  accordance  with  Circulars  195/45  and 
196/45  are  in  force,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 
hot  meals  and  shopping. 

An  Association  supported  by  private  effort  and  not  sub- 
sidised by  any  Authority  provides  three  Queen’s  Nurses  for  treat- 
ing non-infectious  cases  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  following  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council,  and  are  held  at  the  clinic,  Council 
School,  Devonshire  Drive,  Eastwood: — 

Child  Welfare  Centre. — Weekly;  Thursday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. — Fortnightly;  Tuesday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

School  Clinic. — Twice  Weekly;  Tuesday,  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.; 
Friday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Nott- 
ingham, Retford,  and  Worksop,  and  are  controlled  by  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Mansfield  and 
Nottingham.  The  Centre  at  Mansfield  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council.  The  Centre  at  Nottingham, 
although  under  the  control  of  the  Nottingham  City  Council,  also 
admits  County  cases.  Special  venereal  disease  posters  have  con- 
tinued to  be  exhibited  throughout  the  district,  and  supplies  have 
been  accepted  by  the  larger  industrial  undertakings. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  this  area. 

Institutions  at  Nottingham,  Mansfield,  Ilkeston,  and  Heanor 
are  available  and  are  taken  advantage  of  by  the  inhabitants.  The 
services  available  in  the  City  of  Nottingham  (eight  miles  distant) 
are  of  an  up-to-date  and  efficient  character. 

There  are  no  maternity  homes  in  this  area.  At  Heanor  and 
Ilkeston  there  are  hospitals  and  maternity  homes.  In  cases  of 
Puerperal  complications  a consultant  service  is  provided  by  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council.  The  Nottingham  General 
Hospital  and  Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  have  facilities  for 
admitting  complicated  maternity  cases,  and  also  cases  of  Puer- 
peral Sepsis. 

This  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  Nottinghamshire 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  which  controls  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Deb- 
dale  Hall  and  Southwell,  with  capacities  of  32  and  11  beds  re- 
spectively. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  in  the  neighbouring  areas 
also  admit  cases  from  this  area  when  accommodation  at  the  Joint 
Board’s  Hospitals  is  not  available.  During  the  year  10  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  admitted  to  hospital:  3 Debdale,  3 Bas- 
ford,  and  4 Mansfield. 

The  Council  paid  the  following  precept  to  the  Board  during 
the  year:  £209  12s.  9d.,  as  compared  with  £278  8s.  2d.  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  Council  are  a constituent  authority  of  the  Nottingham- 
shire Smallpox  Area  No.  2 Joint  Hospital  Committee,  which  is  the 
responsible  authority  for  the  upkeep  of  a Smallpox  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Kirkby-in-Ashfield.  No  precept  was  called  for  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  £57  11s.  6d.  paid  during  the  previous 
year. 
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Health  Visitors. 

These  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  and  work  in 
connection  with  the  schools.  Cases  requiring  Orthopoedic  and 
special  treatment  are  arranged  for  and  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council. 

No  Health  Visitors  or  Special  Nurses  are  employed  or  sub- 
sidised by  the  Local  Authority. 

Midwifery  and  Midwifery  Services. 

Apart  from  changes  in  the  Nursing  Staff,  the  details  are  as 
contained ’in  my  previous  reports. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  a piped  water  supply  provided 
by  the  City  of  Nottingham  Water  Corporation,  and  throughout 
the  year  this  was  of  a good  quality  and  sufficient  in  volume  and 
pressure.  No  extensions  have  been  carried  out. 

No  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  or 
chemical  analysis,  and  the  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  a plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

Nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling  houses  are 
supplied  direct  from  the  public  water  mains,  and  only  five  houses 
are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  district  except  for  three  small  areas  is 
provided  with  sewers,  and  no  extensions  to  the  sewers  were 
carried  out  druing  the  year.  Certain  lengths  of  the  main  sewer 
are  affected  by  colliery  subsidence,  but  frequnt  attention  and 
cleaning  has  enabled  these  to  function  fairly  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 

The  Sewage  Works  are  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of 
Basford,  and  serve  Eastwood  and  part  of  the  Basford  Rural  Dis- 
trict. Consideration  is  being  given  by  the  two  Councils  to  carry 
out  extensions  at  the  Wdfks,  the  original  proposals  for  which  were 
postponed  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Nethergreen  Brook,  Beauvale  Brook,  and  River 
Erewash  are  the  streams  running  through  and  on  the  boundary 
of  the  district.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  carry  out 
the  duties  under  the  Rivers,  Prevention  of  Pollution,  Act. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  whole  of  the  house  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by 
the  Local  Authority.  No  alterations  were  made  in  the  method 
employed,  the  whole  of  the  district’s  house  refuse  being  collected 
by  one  Bedford  motor  refuse  vehicle.  Rubber-tyred  wheeled 
trolleys  are  used  for  conveying  the  full  bins  to  the  collection 
vehicle. 

An  order  was  placed  during  the  year  for  a new  Bedford 
motor  refuse  collection  vehicle  to  replace  the  vehicle  which  has 
been  in  use  for  some  nine  years. 
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Replacement  dustbins  were  again  difficult  to  obtain,  owing 
to  the  general  shortage  of  supplies,  and  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  supply  bins  in  a number  of  cases  where  owners  were 
unable  to  comply  with  notices  served  under  Section  75  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Disposal. 

Two  tips  are  rented — one  at  New  Eastwood  and  another  at 
Nottingham  Road,  Hill  Top.  The  latter  is  used  for  the  reception 
of  the  bulk  of  the  refuse;  owing  to  its  central  situation  it  is 
possible  to  economise  in  the  consumption  of  petrol  and  rubber 
tyres. 

Salvage. 

One  whole-time  man  is  employed  at  the  Salvage  Depot  to 
deal  with  all  salvaged  materials.  All  householders’  salvage  is 
collected  along  with  the  house  refuse,  separate  collections  being 
made  from  business  premises. 

Efforts  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  householders  in  the  need 
for  saving  salvageable  materials  were  made  throughout  the  year. 

No  alterations  were  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
collection  of  kitchen  waste.  This  is  collected  twice  weekly  from 
communal  bins  placed  in  the  streets,  and  from  the  restaurants, 
and  the  raw  waste  is  delivered  to  the  Nottingham  Corporation  for 
processing. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report,  notwithstanding  the  termination 
of  hostilities  during  the  previous  year,  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  approximately  ten  tons  in  the  amount  of  waste  paper 
collected,  as  compared  with  1945.  Unfortunately,  the  same  cannot 
be  said  for  kitchen  waste,  where  there  is  a decrease  of  approxi- 
mately nine  tons.

All  new  underground  tanks  are  subjected  to  a pressure  test 
of  51bs.  per  square  inch. 

All  licensed  premises  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be 
kept  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  licences  issued. 

Canal  Boats  Act. 

Although  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Canal  at  Langley 
Mill,  few  canal  boats  have  been  found,  and  no  occasion  arose  when 
action  was  necessary. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  period  relating  to 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops. 

In  two  instances  cleansing  of  sanitary  accommodation  was 
carried  out  after  informal  requests. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  applications  for  licences  to  use  land  as  camping  sites 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  The  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  were  received. 

There  are  no  sites  licensed  within  the  area;  the  only  vans 
stationed  temporarily  in  the  district  are  those  used  in  connection 
with  the  travelling  Fairs. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the'  year  relating  to 
smoke  nuisances,  although  in  the  case  of  two  industrial  concerns 
it  was  considered  that  the  emission  of  smoke  was  excessive.  The 
lower  grades  of  fuel  now  provided  is  the  reason  given  for  the 
excessive  smoke  and  dust. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths 
or  pools  within  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Only  two  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  found,  ani  i!: 
were  treated  with  Zaldecide  and  D.D.T.  One  was  a house  owned 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  the  Infestation  Order. 

The  pre-baiting  and  poisoning  of  rats  was  carried  out  on 
four  privately  owned  and  two  Council  owned  premises  during 
the  period,  with  satisfactory  results.  Frequent  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Tip,  where  dogs  and  ferrets 
have  b^een  used,  along  with  poisoned  baiting  to  destroy  the  rats. 

A thorough  treatment  of  all  the  sewers  in  the  area  was  also 
carried  out,  again  with  very  satisfactory  results.  Arsenic  and 
Zinc  Phosphide  have  been  the  two  principal  poisons  used  in  this 
work. 

Schcois. 

The  arrangements  for  the  immediate  notification  to  the 
head  teachers  of  infectious  disease  and  contacts  have  been  carried 
out  as  in  previous  years. 

Section  D HOUSING. 

Only  one  new  permanent  house  was  completed  and  occu- 
pied during  the  period — a privately  built  bungalow. 

Although  the  Council  had  commenced  building  operations 
in  December,  1945,  no  new  permanent  houses  were  completed  by 
the  end  of  1946,  at  which  time  there  were  84  under  construction. 

Twenty  temporary  prefabricated  bungalows  of  the  ‘ Tarran  ’ 
type  were  erected  at  Newthorpe  Common. 

In  two  instances  premises  have  been  converted,  providing 
additional  accommodation  for  four  families  in  self-contained 
flats. 

The  difficulties  with  regard  to  both  labour  and  materials 
have  not  improved  to  any  appreciable  extent,  with  the  result  that 
delays  have  occurred  in  securing  essential  repair  work. 

No  dem.olitions  of  individual  houses  or  houses  in  Clearance 
Areas  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ^13  retailers  and  two 
producers  of  milk  on  the  register,  one  retailer  having  been  added 
during  the  year. 

Improvements  were  effected  following  inspection  and  in- 
formal action  with  regard  to  the  production  and  handling  of  milk. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  and 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst.  In  one  instance  the  milk  failed 
to  satisfy  the  pasteurising  test,  indicating  that  it  had  not  been 
sufficiently  heat-treated.  The  remaining  samples  were  found 
satisfactory.  One  sample  of  pasteurised  milk  was  subjected  to 
chemical  analysis,  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Milk  sampling  is  also  regularly  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Templeman,  Chief  Inspector, 
for  the  following  information: — 

Thirty-three  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  for  examina- 
tion and  analysis.  Twenty-nine  were  found  correct  and  four 
incorrect. 

Eight  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken,  seven  of 
which  complied  and  one  failed  to  comply  with  the  Heat  Treated 
Milks  (Prescribed  Tests)  Order,  1944. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  accredited  milk  were  examined  by 
the  County  Bacteriologist;  twenty-one  complied  and  five  failed 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Orders,  1936-1938. 

Sixty-one  inform.al  samples  of  milk  were  tested  by  the 
“Gerber”  tester.  Fifty-nine  were  found  to  be  correct  and  two 
incorrect. 

The  results  of  the  analysis  of  the . four  above-mentioned 
incorrect  samples  of  milk  are  as  follows: — 

25%  added  water  and  6%  deficient  in  Milk-fat. 

37%  added  water  and  35%  deficient  in  Milk-fat. 

25%  added  water  and  26%  deficient  in  Milk-fat. 

21%  added  water  and  7%  deficient  in  Milk-fat. 

Proceedings  were  taken  with  regard  to  the  adulteration, 
and  the  defendants  were  fined  £30.

Slaughter-houses. 


Having  regard  to  the  continued  restriction  on  slaughtering, 
only  one  slaughter-house  is  licensed  annually.  There  are  no 
knackers’  yards  or  public  slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 

The  one  slaughter-house  in  use  is  provided  with  up-to-date 
appliances,  and  is  used  and  kept  in  a very  satisfactory  condition.

Nine  persons  were  licensed  as  slaughterers  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  which  is  two  more  than  the  number  licensed 
for  the  previous  year.  In  one  instance  application  for  the  renewal 
of  a licence  to  slaughter  animals  was  refused.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1946  was  121,  as  compared  with  256, 
75,  110,  201,  and  90  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding. 

Ihe  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was  5,  as 
compared  with  26,  46,  11,  6,  and  3 for  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  was  5,  as  com- 
pared with  7,  3,  3,  2,  and  9 for  the  five  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  was 
108  and  1 respectively,  as  compared  with  192  and  22  for  the 
previous  year. 

Ten  premises  were  disinfected,  and  disinfectant  was  sup- 
plied to  infected  households. 


Diphtheria  Prophylaxis. 

The  immunisation  campaign  has  been  actively  carried  out 
in  the  district  throughout  the  year.  There  are  two  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  available  for  the  children  of  Eastwood  at  Devonshire 
Drive  and  Beauvale  Schools,  at  which  monthly  immunisation 
sessions  are  held.  During  the  year  169  children  completed  the 
course  of  treatment,  as  compared  with  181  for  the  previous  year. 

Scabies. 

All  cases  notified  to  the  Health  Department  are  visited  and 
examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  given  advice  on 
disinfection  and  treatment  by  benzyl  benzoate.  Contacts  are  as- 
certained, followed  up,  and  brought  under* treatment.  No  diffi- 
culty was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  parents 
and  patients.
